An  Ordinance  to  Incorporate  "THE 
CYPRESS  CLUB  " 

(Assented  to  November  2i,  igoj) 

Whereas  the  perBons  hereinafter  named,  and 
others  in  the  town  of  Medicine  Hat  and  vicin- 
ity, have  associated  themselves  together  for  the 
establishment  of  a  club  for  social  purposes; 

And  whereas  the  said  persons  hereinafter 
named  have  pray<*<l  to  be  incorporated  by  the 
name  of  "The  Cypress  Club"  of  the  town  of 
Mo.licine  Ijat,  in  the  North-West  Terjitories,  and 
it  is  expedient  to  grant  their  prayer; 

Therefore  the  Lieutenant-(iovernor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territories  enacts  as  follows:

Guthrie 
White,  D.  Milne,  George  R.  Tinning,  E.  J.  Few- 
ings,  Thomas  Tweed,  James  Fleming,  Francis  F. 
Fatt,  Robt.  Holt,  J.  Cook,  C.  E.  Smyth  and  all 
such  other  persons  as  are  now  or  hereinafter 
shall  become  members  of  the  said  association 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  in  deed  and  in  name  by 
the  name  of  The  Cypress  Club,  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  a  com- 
mon ieal,  and  shall  have  power  from  time  to 
time,  and  shall  at  all  timee   hereafter,  be  able

aii.i    tile   |)!o\  isii>ns   of  this  Ordinance: 

Provi<leil  always  that  the  said  corporation 
may  from  time  to  time  alter,  repeal  ami  chan<(e 
such  constitution,  rules  ami  reiruhitions  in  the 
manner  therein   provided. 

3.  The  said  eorj)oration  may  from  time  to 
time  borrow  money  not  to  exceed  in  the  whole 
the  sum  of  .tio.noo  at  sueh  rate  of  interest  and 
upon   such  terms  as  they  may  deem   proper,  and 


may  for  smh  i>uri)ose  make,  execute  or  issue  any 
mortgages,  bonds,  debentures  or  other  instru- 
ments under  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation. 

4.  Any  such  mortgage,  bond,  debenture  or 
other  instrument  shall  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  said  cor])oration  and  countersigned 
by  the  secretary. 

').  The  moneys  authorized  to  be  raised  under 
the  provisions  of  section  3  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  applied  exclusively  in  the  purchase  of  a 
site  for  the  club  buildings,  and  in  the  purchase, 
improvement  or  erection  of  a  club  house  and 
dependencies  thereon  together  with  necessary 
furniture  or  for  the  })urchase  of  any  freehold 
interest  therein  and  in  the  payment  of  any 
inortgage  or  charge  thereon  and  for  the  redemj)- 
tion  of  the  said  debentures  and  reissues  as  they 
become  due  respectively  from  time  to  time  and 
at  all  times. 

6.  No  member  of  the  corporation  shall  be  in 
any  way  liable  for  or  chargeable  with  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debt  or  demand  due  by  the  said 
.  orporation,  beyond  the  extent  of  the  entrance 
fee  and  annual  subscriptions  remaining  unpaid 
by  said  member,  and  for  any  unpaid  accounts 
he  may  have  iiieurred  to  the  corporation  for 
articles  ordered  by  him  in  said  club;  and  any 
member  of  the  said  club  not  so  indebted  to  the 
said  corporation  may  retire  therefrom,  and  will 
cease  to  be  a  member  on  giving  notice  to  that 
effect,  in  such  form  as  may  be  required  by  the 
constitution,   rules    and   regulations   of   the   said 


dub  uimI  theucefortli  shall  be  free  from   liability 
for  any  debt  or  eu«;agement  of  the  corporation. 

7.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to 
draw,  make,  accejtt  and  endorse  all  bills  of  ex 
change  and  promissory  notes  necessary  for  the 
purposes  of  the  said  corporation  under  the  hands 
of  the  president  and  secretary  thereof,  after 
authority  of  the  committee  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion so  to  do;  and  in  no  case  shall  it  be  neces- 
sary that  the  seal  of  the  corporation  be  affixed 
to  any  such  bill  or  note,  nor  shall  the  president 
or  secretary  be  individually  liable  or  responsible 
therefor: 

Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  authorize  the  corporation  to  issue 
notes  or  bills  of  exchange,  payable  to  bearer  or 
intended  to  be  circulated  as  money  or  as  notes 
or  bills  of  a  bank. 

8.  Notwithstanding  anything  hereinbefore 
contained,  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power 
to  lease  any  portions  of  the  real  estate  held  by 
the  said  corporation  upon  such  terms  and  for 
such  period  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

9.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "The 
Cypress  Club  Ordinance." 


The  Cypress  Club 

CONSTITUTION 

1. — Name. 

The  nanio   of  the  club  shall  ],e   "The   ('viae^s 
thib."  '' 

2.— Objects. 

The  objects  of  tlie  club  shall  be: 

(a)  The    association    in   a   social   club   of    «reii- 

tlenien. 

(b)  The  maintenance  of  a  club-house  in  Medi- 

cine Hat  for  the  use  of  menibers  of  the 
club. 

3. — Qualification  for  Membership. 

All  gentlemen  of  not  less  than  twenty-one 
years  of  jtge  shall  be  eligible  for  membership. 

4. — Constitution. 

The  club  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  ordinary  and  life  members; 
and  of  honorary,  privileged  and  temporary 
members. 

5.— Admission  of  Members. 
Admission  of  ordinary  and  life  members  shall 
be  by  ballot  of  the  members,  and  admission  of 
honorary    and    temporary    members  shall    be    by 
election  of  the  committee. 

6.— -Proposal  of  Candidates. 
Every  candidate  for  admission  as  an  ordinary 
or  life  member  shall  be  proposed  bv  one   mem- 
ber and  seconded  by  another,  both  of  whom  shall 
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vouch  from  tlieir  personal  knowled^^o  for  the  fit- 
ness of  the  caiKlidate.  The  camlidate  shall  bo 
[iroposed  by  entcrinjjr  'n  the  candidates'  book 
his  name  m  full,  residence,  profession,  occupa- 
tion, age  and  qualification  for  membership,  with 
the  name  of  the  jiroiioser.  eithor  in  his  own 
handwritin<r  or  in  that  of  the  secretary  duly 
authorized  thereto.  Either  at  the  same  time  or 
subsequently,  but  not  less  than  one  month  before 
the  candidate  comes  up  for  election,  there  shall 
be  entered  the  name  of  the  seconder,  either  in 
his  own  haiidwritinfr,  or  in  that  of  the  secretary 
duly  authorized  thereto. 


7. — Event  of  Proposer  or  Seconder  Ceasing  to  be 

a  Member. 
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If  a  proposer  or  seconder  Phall,  before  the  can- 
didate conies  up  for  election,  have  ceased  to  be 
a  member,  another  proposer  or  seconder,  as  the 
case  may  be,  at  any  time  not  later  than  fourteen 
davs  before  the  day  when  the  candidate  comes 
up  for  election,  be  'substituted  by  entry  in  the 
candidates'  book.  If  a  jtroposer  or  seconder 
desires  to  withdraw  his  name,  he  may  do  so, 
subject  to  any  re<(ulation  which  the  committee 
may  at  any  time  prescribe,  and  within  one 
month  of  such  withdrawal  and  not  later  than 
fourteen  days  before  the  day  when  the  candi- 
date comes  up  for  election,  another  proposer  or 
seconder  may  be  substituted  by  entry  in  the 
••andidates'  book. 
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8. — Event  of  Proposer  and  Seconder  Cea^'ng  to 
be  Members. 

If  both  tlu'  j)roiioser  ami  seconilcr  sliall  have 
ceased  to  ho  ineinbcrs  or  shall  desire  to  with 
draw,  another  {iroposer  and  nnother  secon  v^r 
may,  subject  to  the  sairie  condit'ons  ;>nd  within 
the  same  times  as  in  tlie  last  vule  mentioned, 
be  substituted  by  entry  in  tlie  caiididate^  ' 
book. 

9.— Posting  of  Candidate. 
The    particulars    inserted    in    the    candidates' 
book    shall    be    posted    in    one    of    the    principal 
club    rooms    for    a    fortni<,'ht   i>recedin;,f    the    day 
when   the  candidate   comes   up    for  e'ectioii. 

10. — Inaccuracies  in  Nomination. 
_  Any  omission   from    <ir   iiiaci-uracy    in   t!ie   par- 
ticulars   relatinj.'    to    (>r    the    description    .f    any 
candidate    shall    render   his   election    voidaJ)le    in 
the    discretion    of    the   conimittee. 

11.— Voting  at  Election  of  Members. 
At  an  election  for  meml)ership  every  ordinary 
and  life  memlier  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in   per- 
son   for   and    aj;ainst   each   candidate    for  admis- 
sion   at    such    election. 

A  candidate  shall  be  elected  if — 

(a)   Xot  less  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  niem- 

b«'rs   vote   ujion    his  election;    and 
(h)   Xot   less    than    n'nety-one   per    cent,    of 
the  menil)ers  so  votinsr  vote  in  the  aflir- 
mative. 

12. — Order  of  Election. 
All    candidates    for   admission    shall,    provided 
that  at   the  date  of  the   election   they   appear  to 
be  eliiiil'e  for  membership,  coine  uji  for  election 
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ill  the  order  in  whii'h  tlieir  namos  apiK'iir  in  the 
candidates'    book. 

Any  candidate  for  admission  as  an  ordinary 
member  may  be  j^iven  the  privilejros  of  the 
club  by  the  committee  pending  election  on  the 
written  recjuest  of  two  members. 

13. — Balloting. 

The  ballot  shall  take  place  on  such  days  and 
})etween  such  hours  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
e(»nimittee  shall  from  time  to  time  determine, 
and  the  decision  of  the  committee  as  to  whether 
any  candidate  has  been  duly  elected  or  not  shall 
be    final. 

11. — Notice  to  Members  Elected. 

fmmediately  upon  the  election  of  a  member, 
notice  thereof  shall  be  fiiven  him  and  he  shall 
be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  club  rules  and 
a  request  to  remit  to  the  secretary  of  the  club, 
witiiin  one  month  from  the  date  of  such  request, 
the  amount  of  his  entrance  fee  and  first  sub- 
scription. Upon  payment  of  his  entrance  fee 
and  the  first  subscription  he  shall  become  a 
member  of  the  club  and  be  entitled  to  all  the 
benefits  and  privileges  of  membership  and  be 
bound  by  these  rules. 

15.— Taking  Up  Membership. 

Tf  such  entrance  fee  and  subscription  fee  be 
not  paid  within  one  month  of  the  date  of  such 
recjuest  as  aforesaid,  the  election  of  such  mem- 
ber shall  be  absolutely  void  unless  he  shall  sat- 
isfy the  committee  that  the  delay  in  payment 
was  due  to  absence  from  the  province  or  other 
sufficient  cause. 
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16. — Entrance  Fee.

19.     Payment    of    Subscription. 
All    intiMnce    fei's    and    sulsSi-i  ijdious    shall    In' 
paid    to    the    st-cietaiy    of    tlu'    'dull    tor    ilie    time 
l»ein_:i    ar  Medicine    lint. 

20. — Members  in   Arrears. 

If  anv  luenilior  shall  fail  to  pay  his  annual 
sultscriptiou  on  ov  btd'oie  the  1st  F(d>ruarv  next 
after  it  bus  liecome  due.  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
him  callin.L'  h's  attention  tlieveto,  ami  if  he  do 
not  pay  tlu'  -mount  within  fourteen  days  (d'  the 
postin<r  of  su(di  notice  he  may  ho  forthwith 
posteffin  tho  club-house  as  a  <lefaulter.  If  sueli 
subseription    ho    not    ]!ai<l    on    or    before    tlu'    1st 
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July  following,  the  defaulter  shall  cease  to  be 
a  member  of  the  club  and  his  name  shall  be 
erased  by  the  committee  from  the  books.  But 
if  at  any  time  he  shall  give  to  the  committee 
a  satisfactory  explanation,  he  may,  in  the  dis- 
cretioo  of  the  committee  and  upon  payment  of 
all  arrears,  be  re-admitted  to  membership  with- 
out payment  of  any  entrance  fee. 

21. — Life   Members. 

Any  ordinary  member  may  at  any  time  after 
payment  of  his  entrance  fee  and  first  annual 
subscription,  compound  by  one  payment  for  all 
his  future  subscriptions  and  shall  thereupon  be- 
come a  life  member  and  be  entitled  to  all 
privileges  of  membership  for  life,  unless  he  shall 
cease  to  be  a  member  under  the  provisions  of 
Rule  27  or  Rule  36,  or  be  expelled  under  Rule 
28.  The  compounding  fee  shall  be  for  town 
members  $250,  and  for  country  members  $175. 
Provided  that  a  member  who  has  compounded 
as  a  country  member  shall,  if  he  acquires  a 
residential  or  business  address  within  five  miles 
of  the  club-house,  forthwith  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  secretary,  and  as  long  as  he  retains  such 
residential  or  business  address,  he  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  use  the  club-house  unless  he  pays  his 
full  annual  subscription  as  a  town  member  or 
becomes  a  town  life  member  by  paying  an  addi- 
tional compounding  fee  of  $75. 

22. — Honorary  Members. 

The  committee  may  invite  as  honorary  mem- 
bers during  temporary  residence  in  Medicine 
Hat,  any  member  of  Parliament,  member  of  the 
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Legislative  Assembly,  or  Judge  ot  any  Court. 
Metnbers  mav  send  to  the  secretary  names  sug- 
gested for  invitation.  Honorary  members  siiall 
not  be  required  to  pay  any  entrance  lee  or 
suljscription. 

22A.— Privileged  Members. 
The  committee  shall  have  power  to  elect 
privileged  members  on  such  terms  as  they  may 
determine.  Such  privileged  membership  shall  be 
applicable  only  to  persons  residing  without  a 
radius  of  one  hundred  miles  from  the  club-house 
and  shouUl  they  afterwards  reside  within  the 
said  radius  their  names  must  be  posted  and 
balloted  for  in  the  ordinary  way  as  provided 
for  l)y  Kule  G. 

23. — Temporary  Members. 
The  committee  shall  have  power  to  elect  tem- 
porary   members,    on    such    terms   as    they    may 
'leteriiiine,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  twelve 
months.      Kverv    candi.late  for   temporary    mem- 
bership  shall   be   proposed   by    one   member  and 
seconded    bv    another    member    in    writing,    ad- 
dressed   to  'the    secretary.      The    proposer    shall 
furnish  the  committee  with  such  information  re- 
irardint'   the   candidate    as   the    committee    may 
require!      The    committee    shall    proceed    to    the 
election    at    their    first    meeting    held    after    the 
expiration  of  forty-eight  hours  from  receipt  by 
the  secretary  of  such  proposal  and  information 
Temporary,  members  shall  not  be  called  upon  to 
nay  any  entrance   fee,  but  shall  pay  such  sub- 
scription,  being   not   less    than    a    proportionate 
amount  of  the  subscription  payable  by  ordinary 
town  member.s,  as  the  committee  may  determine. 
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24.— Privileges    of     Honorary,     Privileged    and 
Temporary    Members. 

Honorary,  priv.  ged  and  temporary  members 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefit  and  privileges 
of  membershi|»,  except  that  they  shall  not  be 
qualified  to  be  officers  and  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, or  to  vote  as  members,  or  to  claim  any 
share  of  the  property  of  the  club  upon  its  dis- 
solution. 

25. — Supernumerary  Members. 

Any  ordinary  member  leavinj?  the  Province  of 
Alberta  may,  on  apjdication  to  the  committee, 
become  and  continue  for  so  many  complete  years 
as  he  shall  remain  out  of  the  Province,  a  super 
numerary  member,  paying  an  annual  subscrip- 
tion of  ifive  dollars,  as  from  the  1st  of  January 
next  after  his  so  leaving. 

26. — Resignation  of  Members. 

Any  member  may  resign  his  membership  by 
giving  to  the  secretary  notice  in  writing  to  that 
effect.  Every  such  notice  shall,  unless  other- 
wise expressed,  be  deemed  to  take  effect  as  from 
'the  1st  of  .January  next  following  the  receipt 
thereof. 

27.— Members  Adjudged  Bankrupts,  Etc. 

If  any  member  shall  be  convicted  of  an  in- 
dictable'offence  or  adjudged  a  bankrupt  or  make 
a  composition  or  arrangement  with  his  creditors, 
he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
club,  but  the  committee  shall  have  power,  in 
their  discretion,  to  re-instate  him  without  en- 
trance fee. 
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28. — Expulsion   of    Members. 
It   shall   l»e  tlie  «luty  of  the  eominittee,  if  at 
•my  time  they  shall  be  of  the  oi.iiiion  that   the 
interests   of   the    dub    so   require,   by    letter     to 
invite  any   member  to  withdraw  from   the  club 
within   a   time   si»ecified    in    such    letter,   and    in 
default  of  such  withdrawal,  to  submit  the  ques- 
tion of  his  expulsion  to  a  special  {,'eneral  meet^ 
inc  to  be  held  within  six  weeks  after  the  date  ot 
such    letter.       At     su<'h     meeting,    the    member 
whose  expulsion  is  under  consideration,  snail  be 
allowed  to   ofl'cr  an    fxi>lanation  of  his  conduct, 
verbally    or    in    writing',   and   if   thereupon   two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  vote  tor  his 
exi.ulsion,  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  club.    Provided  that  the  voting  at  any 
such  special   meeting  shall   be  by  ballot,  if  not 
loss  than   five  members  present  thereat  shall  so 
demand.     It  shall  be  in   the  power  of  the  com- 
mittee  to   exclude   such  member  from    the  c  ub- 
house   until   such    special    j-eneral    meeting  shall 
be   held. 

29.— Effect  of  Ceasing  to  be  a  Member. 
\n\   gentleman  upon  ceasing  to  be  a  member 
0^ "  the  club  shall  forfeit  all  right  to  and  claim 
upon  the  dub  and  its  property  and  funds. 

30. — Committee. 

The  entire  management  of  the  club  (except 
•IS  otherwise  provided  by  these  rules)  shall  be 
deputed  to  a  committee  of  not  more  than  six 
members,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual 
general  meeting.  In  addition  thereto  the  presi- 
dent, vice-president  and  secretary  shall  be  ex- 
officio   members  of  the  committee. 
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31. — Election  of  Members  of  Committee. 

At  the  annual  general  meeting  three  members 
of  the  committee  (not  being  the  secretary,  the 
president  or   vice-i»resicleut   lor   the  time   being, 
or   members   of  the    committee  ain>ointe«l    un<U'r 
Uule  .'12)    shall    retire   and   shall    not  be  eligible 
lor  re-elecUon  until  they  shall  have  been  out  of 
otlice    for   ot:e   year.      If    necessary    to   create    a 
suflicient  number   of   vacancies,  the  members  of 
the  committee  shall  retire  in  order  of  seniority, 
and   in  case  of  equal  seniority,  the  order  of  re- 
tirement shall  be  determined  by  lot.     To  till  uj. 
the   vacancies   the   committee    shall    nominate   a 
sufficient   number   of   the   members   of  the   club, 
and  a  list  of  the  names  of  those  who  retire,  as 
well  as  the  names  of  those  who  are  proposed  to 
supply  their  places,  shall  be  posted  in  the  club 
house    fourteen   days   before   the    meeting.     Any 
two  members  may  propose  any  other  candidate 
or  candidates  by 'notice  in  writing  t         e  secre- 
tary seven  lays  at  least  before  the  m     mg,  and 
the    secretary    shall    forthwith    post    lae    sanie. 
Balloting    lis'ts   shall    be    printed    containing,    in 
alphabetical  order,  all  the  names  thus  obtaine<l, 
distinguishing   the   candidates    proposed    by    the 
committee   and  showing  the   nam'es   of  the   i-ro- 
posers    of   other   candidates.     Every   member   of 
the  club  sh-all  be  entitled   to  vote  for  as  many 
candidates   as   there   are    vacancies    to   be   filled 
and  no  more.     The  candidates,  up  to  the  num- 
ber of  vacancies,  who  shall   receive   most   votes 
shall  be  declared  elected,  and  in  case  of  two  or 
more   candidates   receiving  an   equal    number   of 
votes  the  chairman  of  the  meeting  shall  have  a 
second   or  casting  vote. 
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32. — Vacancies    on    Cominitteei. 

The  coininittee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
nuMiiher  to  fill  any  casual  vacancy  on  the  com- 
mittee until  the  next  annual  general  meeting. 
Any  member  so  api»uinte<l  shall  retire  at  the 
iM'xt  annual  j;eneral  meeting,  but  shall  be 
eli;;ilile  for  election  as  si  member  of  the  com- 
mittee  at    such  meeting. 

33. — President  and  Trustees. 

The  president  ami  vice-president  shall  be 
elected  by  the  members,  and  they  shall  respec- 
tively holil  ollice  for  one  year.  The  president 
and  vice-president  shall  be  ex-oflficio  uiemberB 
of  the  committee.  The  president  or  vice-presi- 
dent and  secretary  shall  deal  with  the  property

It  :it  any  time  the  t-lub  at  general  meeting 
sliall  pass  a  lesolution  autlioriziug  the  commit- 
tee t(t  borrow  money,  the  committee  shall  there- 
ii|.(Ui  be  ernpoweiea  to  borrow,  tor  tlfe  |)uri)Oses 
of  the  club,  such  amount  of  money,  either  at  one 
time  or  from  time  to  time,  and  at  such  rate  of 
iiil.orest  ai.'l  in  such  form  and  manner  and  upon 
(-iich  security  as  shall  be  specified  in  such  reso- 
lution and  thereupon  the  committee  shall  make 
all  such  dispositions  of  the  club  property  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  enter  into  such  agreements  in 
relation  thereto  as  the  committee  may  deem 
proper  for  giving  security  for  such  loans  and 
interests.
